True civilisation cannot come 
where such a state of things exists. Courts 
are not always models of judicial acumen 
and statutes leave much to be desired ;

Then came the tug-of-war. Britain's 
position was perfectly clear. She had, and 
has, no particular love for Germany; but 
her name has been affixed to the Treaty 
of Versailles and her chief duty to herself 
and to mankind is to ensure the impartial 
interpretation of its pronouncements. 
Po:and has no more right to Upper Silesia 
than the Germany of Bismarck and Moltke 
had to Alsace-Lorraine. Even in the 
palmiest days of the Polish Kingdom it 
was a Germanic province, and, but for the 
fact that, since the began to 
develop its induséries, large 
Polish immigrants have settled there, the 
ethnographical character cf Upper- Silcsia 
never ‘vould have been disputed. In pur- 
suit of her eminently practical Realpolitik, 
however, France looks upon the main- 
tenance of a powerful Poland as a matter 
of life and death. Russia temporarily has 
ceased to count, and, unless Poland 
thrives, nothing on earth can prevent Cer- 
many from expanding towards the Fast 
and finally from coming to grips once 
more with France. This attitude is 
easily understood ; but, unfortunately, it 
cannot be reconciled with the terms of the 
Peace Treaty: To grant Upper Silesia to 
the Poles would be to make a mockery of 
the whole peace settlement and to invite 
the ambitious nations of Furope—of whom, 
alas! there are more than a-few—to ignore 
all treaties and agreements, and to “help 
themselves.” Such a sacrifice of principle 
o ~.pediency would deprive the Allies 
of their last shred of prestige among 
the peoples of the world. It would in- 
volve not oniy Britain and France, but 
also Italy, and, to a certain extent, the 
Unitéd States of America, in a cynical 
violation of th spirit of peace, and, sooner 
or later, would lead inevitably to another 
war. 

To-day Britain and France must decide 
whether they will face the tasks of the 
future side by side or apart. At present 
they are: divided by opposing views on 
a matter of fundamental importance and 
no compromise, however ingenious, can be 
of much avail. Britain stands for the 
main- ance of the world’s peace by the 
exerci-c of influence and _ conciliation ; 
France believes that it can be maintained 
by force ofarms. According toreports from 
Paris, M. Briand intends to take a firm 
stand at the Supreme Council and to insist 
that Upper Silesia shall be awarded to the 
Poles. Should the British and Italian 
representatives refuse to support him, 
it is ‘rumoured that the French may 
invade the Ruhr Valley. The mere 
fact that such rumours are in circula- 
tion ie an ominous sign. France seems 
to be determined not to give way, 
aud Britain cannot yield, What, then, is 
likely to happen? Italy from the begin- 
ning has taken the British point of view 
in regard to Upper Silesia, and America, 
although officially she has no interest in 
the controversy, is resolutely opposed to 
any policy which makes for future wars. 
Japan's attitude is hardly doubtful, and 
France in her advocacy of Poland’s 
“claim. " probably will find herself in a 
minority of one. We hope sincerely, as 
every friend of France must hope, that M. 
Briand will not allow the solidarity of the 
Allies’ to be endangered; but no good 
purpose can be served by shirking the 
issue. If the French insist that Upper 
Silesia shall be given to Allied the 


Germans 
masses of 


Entente will be wrecked. The Allies have 
come to the parting of the ways, and the 
statesmen of Britain and France must 
remember that, if they fail to agree, the 
tertius gaudens will be Germany. ‘The 
Wilhelmstrasse is counting upon the 
obstinacy of France, and there is not a 
German alive who would not renounce 
Upper Silesia joyfully for the sake of an 
Allied split. 


Law and Machine Guns. 

The town of Ransom, in the historic 
State of Maryland, has seen one of those 
curjous incidents that occur from time to 
time to remind us that, in their respective 
attitudes towards the reign of law, Britons 
and Americans are still widely divided. 
It appears that the United Harness Com- 
pany of Ransom held large contracts with 
the United States Government for the dis- 
posal of surplus harness. These contracts 
were cancelled by President Harding two 
months ago, The company contended that 
the cancellation was illegal and refused 
flatly to hand over the harness. Thereupon 
the Government ordered an officer to go to 
Ransom with seven hundred men, fully 
armed and equipped, and to seize the dis- 
puted harness. The officer was instructed, 
however, to desist from his efforts if 
“opposed by force or legal process.” The 
troops began to remove the harness; 
but after the. dinner hour they found 
the factory door locked and an acid-faced 
sheriff, with a motor car and a machine 
gun, waiting to receive them. The 
sheriff informed the officer in polite, but 
terse, language that he had violated the 
sovereignty of Maryland by bringing 
Federal troops there without permission 
of the State Governér, and that, unless 
he and his brutal soldiery were over the 
border in half-an-hour’s time, the machine 
gun would be fired. The officer then 
decided that he was being opposed by force 
and legal process within the meaning of 
his original instructions, and prepared to 
decamp. It is difficult to imagine an 
incident of this kind in Great Britain. 
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A British citizen might have recourse to 


less than the old stage coaches, but better 
than the rvilways.

The country 
inn’s problem will be to induce travellers 
by coach or car to break their journey for 
the night and not merely to rush from 
town to town, with interspatial pauses for 
hasty luncheons. The Times tells us that 
this problem is being tackled. A new type 
of country innkeeper is promised in the 
shape of young University men—ex-officers 
who see here the prospect of a pleasant 
life and of a profitable investment for their 
small capital. Already some of these young 
men have purchased country hotels and 
are lifting them to their own standards 
of comfort and convenience. They are pro- 
viding good food and liquor and they find 
that the experiment pays. If their example 
is followed on any large scale, road tra- 
velling in England will become a very 
agreeable affair and the cities and towns 
will begin to re-discover the amenities of 
the countryside. It will be possible again 
for some twentieth century Shenstone to 
say that he has found his “ warmest 


welcome at an inn.” 


Runnymede. 


As a result of the Marquis of Lincoln- 
shire s recent speech in the House of Lords 
the Field of Runnymede is no longer “ Lot 
8” in an auctioneer’s catalogue. It was 
included for sale in a list of Crown-land 
properties, where it was advertised as the 
scene of the signing of Magna Charta on 
June 15th, 1215. Some person in some 
Government department may have 
blundered ; but, if Lord Lincolnshire had 
not noticed the matter, Runnymede might 
have slipped into private hands and might 
have been desecrated by various kinds of 
ignoble use. We may assume now that 
this possibility has been knocked on the 
head. Britain is losing many of the 
famous possessions which she accumulated 
in the course of history. Her great houses, 
one after another, are putting up their 
shutters and disposing of their treasures 
to the highest bidder Ancient libraries 
are being scattered to the four seas and 
splendid works of art have gone to the 
galleries of New York and Chicago. There 
are some things and places, however, which 
must remain in the national ownership 
so long as the nation survives at all, and 
Runnymede is one of them. The spot 
where the British Constitution was 
founded ought to be held as sacred as the 
Constitution itself.

ADMINISTRATIVE AND LEGAL 
DEPARTMENTS. 


THE BONUS QUESTION, 

The Secretary of the Ministry of Labour makes 
the following announcement at the request of 
the Joint Secretaries of the National Council 
for the Administrative and Legal Departments 
of the Civil Service :— 

A special meeting of the National Council for 
the Administrative and Legal Departments of 
the Civil Service was held on August 4th at 
Montagu House. In the absence of the Chair- 
man, Mr, G. H. Stuart Buaping, O.B.E., pre- 
sided. This special meeting was called at the 
request of the staff side to consider the following 
matters :—(1) Progress of reorganisation; (2) the 
recommendations contained in Paragraph 43 of 
the Third Interim Report of the Lytton Com- 
mittee; (3) the Civil Service bonus. 

As regards the progress of reorganisation, the 
official side promised to circulate te the Council 
a general statement of the progress which had 
been made. 

As regards the recommendations contained in 
the report of the Lytton Committee, the official 
side stated that the Government had accepted 
the report, and that it was not possible, there- 
fore, for the official side to discuss the recom- 
mendations of the Committee. They promised, 
however, to report the criticisms made by the 
staff syle in regard to the recommendations in 
paragraph 43 of the report, and took note of the 
staff side view that these recommendations were 
at variance with the National Council report 
on the organisation of the Civil Service, and 
should not, therefore, have been adopted without 
previous discussion by the Council. 

As regards the Civil Service bonus, the staff 
side stated that they did not wish at this stago 
to discuss the reduction in the bonus on salaries 
over £500 a year, recently announced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in the House of 
Commons. They desired, however, to be in- 
formed whether, in the view of the official side 
civil servants drawing salaries of over £500 m 
year were outside the purview of the National 
Whitley Council. The official side stated that 
as they had-not understood that this important 
question of constitutional principle wae to be 
raised they were unable to deal with it. It was 
accordingly arranged that, the matter should be 
postponed ‘to a later meeting.

In an interview published 
by the Observer, Lord MacDonnell recalls 
the way in which the Indian Government 
applied the lessons of the great famine in 
1896-7.
